DRAMA WITH DIGNIIY AND FARCE
WITH NOTHING RUT FUN,

Julia Marlawe Runcie n Mintortcal Moreine in
“The Countess Valeshn,™ m Napaloanie
Flees from the German—‘'A Mired Gie, "

Julla Marlowe produced at the Knlckorbooker
Theatre Iant night & drama newly Leans-
Inted from the German, and In It ensct
od n historleal herolne. This perionage
was the woman from whom the play de-
rived Its title, "The Countesa Valeska,"
and in her actual Jife, early in the present cen-
Lury, she figured as an ardent Pollsh patriot at
the sameo Lime that Napoleon was pretending
to bofriena  her country In  Ita efforts to
secure freedom. The fAotion Invented by
Radolph Strate, the aulhor, was that sho wan
in love with a young Prussian ofMcer, one of
the enomies of hor native Innd, and that her
hearl was torn by tho struggle between her op-
posed motives of loyalty to her lover and
to her kindred. The play had beon used
successfully In Derlin n year nago, and
Mlss Marlowe, poercelving that several of
it scones were thoatrically strong, had her-
soll rearranged, in some respects, an English
vorslon., Hor judgment as to the acting value
of the character of Lhe distracted woman proved
sound, It was a part In whieh the emotional
abllities of this adept and always graphic ae-
tress wore displayed ndvantageausly. The part
of the Prusslan lover offared nlmost equal ad-
vantages, but theactor who easayed It was not
ecapable of profiting by them. That was detri-
mental to the general effact of Lhe plece.

Napoleon was shown briefly and sllently upon
his arrival at the woman's cantle at night, be-
fore the battle of Friedland, and azaln upon his
departure in the morning for the engagoment.
Betwoen thoss timea a consplracy to assnssinate
Lim was conlrived and thwarted. It was
this affair that set the Prusslan hero and
the Polish heroine againat each other. He
wus a disgulsed inmate of the houwse, she having
saved his life from pursuing soldiers and de-
clared him to be her ateward, His Idontity was
suspeoted, and at length discovered, but by her
wits she saved him from the Impending
oatastrophe, until she learned that he was bent
upon tho destrunction of Napoleon. Then the con-
flict between personal love and vpatriotie duty
raged fercely within her through the piay's
strongest soene—one In which the man o'ermns-
tered her will until stie hoard some Polloh troops
singing their oatlanal hymn, whereupon her
roused patriotism triumphed, and, with a break-
ing heart, she saved Napoleon by denouncing
her lover.
